$16,400 Commonwealth Grant to 
provide relief for the city’s unem- 
ployed. 

The grant was made on Wednesday 
following application by Council the pre- 
vious Monday. 

The money will provide employment for 30 
men for a period of 15 to 18 weeks. 

Altona’s Assistant Town Clerk, Mr. S. Fell, 
says the work will be available for those 
registered as unemployed and living in the 
City of Altona. 

Sir Henry Bolte was recently given $1 
million by the Commonwealth for employment 
relief in distressed areas. 

Altona was one of the first municipalities 
to make application for the grant, 

The application had to detail the work the 
money was required for. 

‘The grant covers the cost of wages. Council 
will provide equipment and this will bring 
« the relief up to $20,400. 

‘The work will be drainage construction on 

the Altona foreshore; fence erection at Grant 
Reserve; water servicing and construction 
at Croft Reserve and maintenance of parks, 
gardens and drainage. ; 

Mr. Fell told the Star: “There are a lot of 
people out there getting hungry. 

“This grant will help to give the people an 
opportunity to keep their homes and families 
intact. 

“It is only a matter of easing unemploy- 
ment and will in no way solve the problem.” 

Newport District Employment Officer Mr. 
J. Scott was unable to give figures on the 
number of unemployed in the City of Altona 
but said that he “would easily be able to fill 
the 30 vacancies made available through the 
grant.”
